I. Introductory 

The University was financed during 1980-81 mainly by the University Grants Commission (Rs. 813 00 lakhs). It also received 
Rs. 153 -51 lakhs from the Government of India and the University Grants Commission for implementation of various schemes, and in 
addition, a grant of Rs. 2 -62 lakhs was paid by the Government of Uttar Pradesh. Revenue receipts from permanent endowments and 
other investments, buildings and lands, medical college hospital receipts, academic fees, hostel receipts realised from tho students, totalled 
Rs. 72 -69 lakhs in 1980-81. A broad analysis of the receipts and payments for 1980-81 with the corresponding figures of 1979-80 is given 
below:—

2. Reconciliation with bank 

Reconciliation with the bank upto 31st March 19R1 revealed a difference of Rs, 70 -76 lakhs between the cash balance as per books 
of the University and those of the bank. As already commented upon in paragraph 5 -1 of the Audit Report for 1978-79, items of debit- 
credit outstanding from 1959-60 onwards had not so far been reconciled and accounted for by the University (September, 1981), 

The University intimated (January 1982) that a difference of Rs. 31 -87 lakhs had since been reconciled. 


3. Utilisation of grants 

Out of grants for specific purposes received from the Government of fndia, the University Grants Commission and othets, the 
University held, on 31st March 1980, an uivutilised balance Rs. 61 40 lakhs against some of the specific purpose grants and had incurred 
an expenditure of Rs. 79 -08 lakhs in excess of grants received for certain other specific purposes. 

During 1980-81, grants totalling Rs. 153 -51 lakhs were received for various schemes. At the end of 1980-81, the un-utiliscd balances 
of the grants totalled Rs, 75-89 lakhs and an excess expenditure of Rs. 6148 lakhs had been incurred in anticipation of additional 
grants. The University, as in past, stated (January 1982) that the expenditure in excess of grants, was incurred to avoid disruption in the 
smooth implementation of the schemes and that the unutilised balances would be utilised in subsequent years after obtaining extensions in 
time. 


4. Ln-adjustcd advances 

Advances aggregating Rs, 189 27 lakhs paid in 4,942 cases to various departments and offices of the University for purchases, 
contingencies, personal advances, etc,, between 1961-62 and 1980-81 were awaiting adjustment (September 1981), O il of these, 1 -186 
advances (Rs. 28 49 lakhs) were more than five years old, 1 '265 advances (Rs. 33 45 lakhs) three to five years old, 1,292 advances 
(Rs. 74,56 lakhs) one to three years, old, and 1,199 advances (Rs. 53 07 lakhs) less than ono year old. 

The University intimated (January 1982) that 671 cases involving an amount of Rs, 10-39 lakhs had since been adjusted reduc¬ 
ing the number of unadjusted advances to 4271 amounting to Rs, 178 -88 lakhs. 

4 1 Outstanding dues 

While fees amounting to Rs. 1 -82 lakhs due from students for the period prior to 1968-69, mention of which was made in Audit 
Reports for 1976-77, 1978-79 and 1979-80, were still (September 1981) outstanding, a further amount of Rs. 14 -84 lakhs had accumulated 
during 1968-69 to 1980-81 as un-realised dues from students of eight out of twelve halls of residences (figures for four halls were not 
made available). Apart from these outstanding dues amounting Rs. 16 66 lakhs realisable from students. Rs. 0-70 lakh was outstand¬ 
ing towards electricity charges realisable from private consumers (Rs. 0 19 lakh) and from the members of the staff (Rs. 0-51 lakh). 

The University intimated (January 1982) that Electricity dues amounting to Rs, 0 46 lakh (Private consumers; 0 09 lakh; 
Members of staff; 0 -07 lakh) had since been realised. 

5. House Building Loans 

5 4 Mention was made In paragraph 4-2 (1) of Audit Report 1979-80 that pending amendment of rules to subtitute some 
other insurance agency for life Insurance Corporation, houses were not being insured by the loanees. During 1980-81, 13 more 
loanees did not insure their houses as the rules were yet (September 1981) to be amended. 

The University intimated (January 1982) that the loanees concerned were being advised to get their houses insured with Oriental 
t ire and General Insurance Co. Ltd, 

5 -2 As per entries in the Register of House Building Advances for the year 1960-61, a sum ol'Rs. 0 -63 lakh was due for recovery 
from ten loanees. The accounts of the loanees were, however, closed by giving remarks in the register “accounts closed”, though the 
recovery of the outstanding dues could not be confirmed. The University intimated (January 198?) that recoveries in respect of five loanees 
amounting to Rs. 0 -31 lakh had since been posted in the register. 
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6, Physical Verification 

6 1 The rules provide for physical verification of stores at least once every year. Such verification for 1980-81 was, however, 
conducted by 23 departments only out of 134 departments. During 1978-79, and 1979-80 also, the verification was done in respect of 
37 and 48 departments respectively. 

6 -2 Physical verification of stock of books of 24 departmental libraries and the central library for the year 1980-81 was not 
conducted till the date of audit (September 1981). The University intimated (January 1982) that the stock verification of Departmental 
Libraries was in progress. 

7. Non-recovery of cost of empty cement bags from the contractors 

According to the terms of agreements entered into by the University with the contractors, cement required for the works was to 
be issued by the University and the contractors were to return the empty cement bags. Recovery at Re. 1 Per bag was to be made from 
the contractors for un-returned empty bags. During the period 1978-79 to 1980-81, the contractors received 1-11 lakh cement bags 
from the University but returned only 7045 empty bags. Thus Rs. 1 -04 lakhs were recoverable from thorn as cost of empty bags not 
returned. Though the University stated (January 1982) that an amount of Rs. 0 -58 lakh on account of cost of empty bags had already 
been recovered during 1977-78 to 1979-80 the same was not manifest from the accounts during audit. Neither the contractors ledger 
nor the stock register of empty bags reflected recovery on account of these bags not returned by contractors.
